Palestine Trusteeship Scheme 
Reveals U.S. Inconsistencies

The teniauve sc'ncme for carry-,,, 
fig out the American-proposal for 
^trusteeship over Palestine arous- 
ed no notable enthusiasm. But, 
unfortunately, it did emphasize the 
inconsistency of this government's 
switch in policy. 


One ofsthe most interesting points 


of the tentative plan was the dis- 
closure that the United States fa- 
vors an international force to keep 
order in Palestine, under the trus- 
teeship that it now -advocates. 
It 
seems safe to assume, 
from the 
guarded wording of Mr. 
Austin's 
statement, that the American gov- 
ernment would be willing to include 
as own troops in such a force. 
The statement pointedly did not 
say that this force would be used 
to enforce trusteeship. Yet, if UN 
troops were to be used to put down 
disorder arising from opposition to 
trusteeship, the difference between 
enforcing 
order 
and 
enforcing 
trusteeship would be one of words 
rather than of actuality. 
, The 
UN Trusteeship Council, 
which Russia is boycotting, would 
set up the Palestine government. 
It would be headed by a governor 
general authorized 
to call upon 
such states as would be specified 
in the agreement" to help maintain 
order. Doubtless, the U. S. would 
be hoping that the Soviet Union 
is named as a permanent member 
of the Trusteeship Council by the 
UN Charter. 
Its representatives 
can enter the council's discussion 
any time it chooses: Furthermore, 
Ihe use of any international force 
in Palestine would need the ap- 
proval of the veto-armed Security

Toy said that he hoped the $117,800 
in rewards that have been offered 
for capture of the attacker would 
turn up some new leads. 


Tov said a study of plaster casts 


of the footprints found outside the 
kitchen window of Reuther's cot- 
tage indicated three men may have 
taken part in the attempt on 
the i 
life of the 40-year-old auto workers 
president Tuesday night. 


Toy said one man fired the blast 
through the window, a second act- 
ed as lookout and a third drove 
the late-model maroon Ford four- 
door sedan used in the escape. 


Police scientists also were study- 
ing the wadding of the 
shotgun 
shell in hope of tracing the 
as- 
sailant by finding where he pur- 
chased the ammunition. 


Dr. .Raymond A. Sokolov, 
who 
removed four shotgun pellets from 
Reuther's right arm and operated 
on a less serious chest wound, said 
he was certain the arm would not 
have to be amputated. 


However, the doctor said it was 
not yet determined if the 
radial 
nerve in the arm had been dam- 
aged. "If.it was," Sokolov 
said, 
"he may never have the full use 
of his arm again." 


The largest single reward offered 
was $100,000 by the UAW's inter 
national executive board.

Now, after three years of a very 
unhappy life, how is the U.N. do- 
ing? Poorly, indeed. So poorly that 
the United States is getting armed— 
just in case. 


And in those three years some 


of this country's most 
important 
decisions have been made outside 
the U.N. for example: 


Sending arms to Greece and Tur- 
key to stop Communism and sett- 
ing up the European Recovery Pro- 
gram (ERP) to stop it. 


In the past month 
two 
things 
which happened show pretty plainly 
U.N. s dilapidated condition 
al- 
though it still is chugging along. 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
told Congress: , 


We must have 
strong military 


reserves-—trained men—until U.N. 
itself is able to keep peace. 


How long.will we need to keep 
men trained? For at least 50 years, 
Forrestal indicated. 


When you put Forrestal's words 
together they add up to one thing: 
He doesn't expect U.N. to be able 
to keep peace for? years to come. 


And in Congress there are a num- 
ber of suggestions for revising the 
U.N. setup to try to make it work 
better. 


All this is only in the 
talking- 
stage, really. Congress may 
not 
take any steps toward a change in 
U.N. 


But the talk makes it clear that, 
after three years, many Congress 
members think U.N. has had mis- 
erable success in its most import- 
ant field: Keeping peace.

The "Meatless Tuesday" cam- 


paign was started last fall by a

The new conservation appeal was 
made by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment—the agency which took over 
he Luckman committee activities 
earlv this year. 


The department said there still 
s need for food saving by both 
lamilies and public eating places. 
Proper conservation can do much, 
t said, to check rising food prices, 
.o help build new food reserves, 
and to make supplies available for 
lungry areas abroad. 


To help families cooperate, the 
department is offering for free dis- 
.ribution 2,500,000 copies of a new 
cook book entitled "money-saving 
main dishes." It contains 150 reci- 
pes which, the department said, 
joint .the way for saving perhaps 
a third in the family meat budget 
alone.

sometimes been fooled by the bite 
of the Black Widow spider. 


The excruciating pain in the ab- 


domen produced by the bite of the 
venomous "widow" has at times 
been mistaken for the pain of some 
organic ailment, says Lieut. (JO) 
Dallas E. Billman in the "Naval 
Medical Bulletin". 


Some victims of the Black Wi- 


dow are subjected to needless op- 
erations, he says, as a result of 
diagnosis of acute appendicitis 
or

"The 
excruciating 
abdominal 


pain renders the patient willing 
to submit to any surgical proced- 
ures which he believes will relieve 
his pain," Dr. Billman adds. 


He recommends that doctors al- 


ways consider the possibility 
of 


"Black Widow" bite 
in 
case of 


acute abdominal pain, and that 
close attention be paid to possible 
heart effects in proven cases of 
such bites. 


"More, of these cases will prob- 


ably be encountered in the future 
with greater frequency," he pre- 
dicts, citing a report of a group 
of doctors, made in 1936, which 
said the Black Widow is greatly in- 
creasing in number and is invad- 
ing large cities. 


Dr. Billman says- r e s e a r c h 


shows that -the venom of the fe- 
male is 15 times as potent as the 
venom of the rattlesnake. 


The female spiders destroy the 


smaller males soon after mating. 
Male "Black 
Widows" can bite, 


but their bite is not dangerous.

called 
the "hour-glass 
spider," 


from a marking shaped like an 
hour-glass on their bellies.

grayfish shark has shed light upon 
a major source of vitamin A. 


Two western scientists found that 


the vitamin A content of oil from 
the grayfish liver is correlated to 
the sex, sexual maturity and lena- 
th of the fish. 


The male begins to mature early, 


and as he does the vitamin A po- 
tency of his liver oil shoots upward. 
By the time he's 36 inches long his 
liver has four and a half times as 
much vitamin A as does that of an 
immature female the same length.

Darthard was floored twice in the 


third round, taking counts of four 
and nine. He withstood Lyteel's at- 
tack in the fourth and fifth rounds 
but near the end of the sixth Lytell 
hammered a jolting right to Dart- 
hard's jaw. Darthard, who weighed 
160 1-2 pounds to 160 1-4 for Lytell, 
survived the round but as his sec- 
onds worked on him he fell from 
his stool. 


Darthard had been boxing pro- 


fessionally about two years and in 
28 bouts he had lost only one de- 
cision—to Mickey Savage of St. 
Louis in four rounds. More than 
half of his wins were by knock- 
outs.

"Figures from the United States 


National Office of Vital Statistics 
show that in 1937 we had 1.9 di- 
vorces per thousand people and in 
J946 there were 4.3 divorces per 
thousand people," Dr. Duvall said.

o dinner with a married man. My 
jeau called tor me with a horse 
nnd buggy. We rarely could get 
so far away that some-body did 
id know 
one of us. 
And even 


if they didn't, recognize us, some- 
jody would be sure to spot 
the 


norse. S::> we had to conduct our- 
selves accordingly. Mrs. Grundy 
jchind the lace curtains was a 
vcrv powerful force. 


"Today my teen-age daughters 


can slen out of the door, into a 
car and in ten minutes be where 
lobocly knows them. Other women 
travel around the world by air. 
Mr.s. Grundv can't keep up with 
that pace. The old social controls 
that used to keep people in line 
arc not there anv more." 


Dr. Dtivall cited nine other im- 


portant changes in family life in- 
cluding these: Millions have left 
the farm for (ho city. Families ha- 
ve fU'own much smaler and seek 
more diversion outside. Father no 
longer rulos the family with a rod 
of iron. Millions of women earn 
their own living. 


In the midst of all these cha- 


nties it is no wonder that the boat 
of family life has rocked and that 
many have split on the rock of di- 
vorce." She concluded "On all sides 
we see the human wreckage thnt 
results—alcoholics, reckless drivers 
Men and women KO wracked with 


motional pain that tiiey work bad- 


Iv. Yet we have clone almost no-

their repetition. 


We have a crying need of two 


things. The first is basic research. 
We need to delve into study on how 
to 
effect 
good adjustment 
be- 


tween people and the disagreement 
that leads to divorce. This would

"Then we should use the fruits 


of Unit research to educated the 
Joneses. Children should be given 
sex education anrl training on how 
to f/ct along with others, adoles- 
cents shiMld be educated in boy 
and girl relationships. Young mar- 
ried people should be taught how 
lo avoid the dangerous shoals. It

There are more than 100 U.S. 


lords of deer. Their ranges vary 
n size from a small refuge to half 
a stale. Since the beginning of the

heir numbers to the point where 
hey present a problem. 


In addition to starvation 
and 


•malnutrition, in many places they 
lave seriously menaced the range. 


Wildlife experts say 47 states 


lave deer, and 30' of these have 
trouble of some sort. Kansas is 
he only dccrless state. The South- 
east is the only region without 
ieer troub\es. 


Wisconsin is one of the big- 
'cst trouble spots. Utah and parts 
of Nevada arc others.

Hunters have long been educa- 


ted to kill just the buck deer, but 
some states— such as Maine and 
New Hampshire —have begun kill- 
ing the female and young deer as 
well. Their deer populations 
are 


now pretty stable. 


Many people think if they kill 


the female deer it will spoil their 
hunting in the seasons to follow, 
but wildlife officials point out the 
deer will die off anyway and in 


larger numbers where there isn't 
enough food to go around. 


Starvation occurs because 
the> 


deer kill their natural food plants 
by overbrowsing. These are then 
replaced by plants of little or no 
value. 


The smaller deer 
starve first. 


Disease, 
parasites 
and 
killing 


of weakened animals by natural 
enemies accompany starvation. 


Mild winters, 
artificial feeding 


and 
"down tops" from logging 


often 
postpone, but never 
pre- 


vent, the ultimate shrinkage of 
both the herd and the range. 


When deer become too dense, 


there is no general breaking up 
a herd unless wild animals attack 
them. They simply become dens- 
er and eventually kill 
off their 


food plants and starve.
